Arrest of MicUael Connolly— Warrants 
For His Associates— Manitoba's 
Sehool Appeal Bcjeeted. 



The Premier DnrufHetf'by the Threat- 
ened Complications— NQQber of 
Chinese in Canada. 



(From our own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, Oct. 28. — Michael Connolly was 
arrested to-day, charged with conspiring to 
defraud the Quebec Harbor Comniissioners. 
Tho warrant includes Jlurphy, the two Mc- 
Greevys, M. Connolly, and P. Larkin. Tho 
writs are to be returned Wednesday next. 
It is expected all the accused will bo com- 
mitted to the Assi//^s in January. 

The Supreme Court, to-day, nnaaimonsly 
rejected the appeal in the Manitoba School 
case, holding Mr. Martin's .-Vet to bo ii/h-a 
n'ren of the U^gislatui'e. The case will lie 
at once appealed to the Privy Council. 

There is nothing new in the Chaplenu 
case. He is still in Montreal, where tlie 
excitement is at fever heat over his 
threatened resignation. The opinion is that 
he has gone loo far to retreat, in which 
case his resignation will likely be accepti'd, 
and Hon. Mr. Abbott will go on with tho 
work of reconstruction. 

An agitation has been started to fecure 
the BuperanuuiitiuH of Mr. Perloy, chief 
engineer of llie Public Works Department, 
who is reported to be recovering. 

A. M. Hurgess ie back in the department 
performing the duties of Deputy Minister of 
the Interior. 

Mr. Farmeleo, of the Customs Depart- 
ment, being seen with reforence to the aon- 
satioiial dispatch from ChioAgo, that lO.OOU 
Cbinc'c were iii a state of semi starvation 
along the C. P. R. and at Vancouver, says 
that the entire number of Chinamen in all 
Canada, distributed in all the cities from 
the Pacific to the Atlantic, will not reach 
10,000. His estimate of rtho number of 
Celestials in the Dominion is, that possibly 
there will bo G,0(K). As to there being 
a number of Chinese along the C. P. R. 
wanting food, there is not, he said, a pauper 
Chinaman in all Canada. The Chinamen 
who couio to Canada are registered, and not 
one cat. slip in unless they come in from the 
United States over the frontier, unknown 
to the atithorities. Kvery arrival in Canada 
by sea is noted, described, idoutilied, 
reported and separately dealt with. As to 
the Bieauiers bringing Celestials intollritish 
Columbia ports in unprecedented numbers 
the law will not allow steamers t'j bring more 
than one Chinaman to every fifty tons of 
the steamer's burden. The entire oggregate 
number of Chhieso arrivals as shown on the 
registers of the (iovernment at tho present 
time will not exceed 10,000, and allowing 
those who have returned, to. China to bal- 
ance, will not certainly. ®'*!W^^^pP;4^ •

COEK MORE QUIET. 



Every Precantion Taken by the 
Authorities to Prevent Trouble. 
Troops in Readiness- 



The Election Does Not Take Place 
For a Week— Protests Acaiust 
Clerical Intimidation. 



Conic, Oet. 28.— The city is (piieter to- 
night, but the feeling of bitterness between 
the factions is still Very Strong, and dis- 
orders are apt to occur on the slightest oc 
caaion. The anti-Parnellites assert that the 
ParncUites are beginning to realize that 
they are in such a hopeless minority that 
they cannot even niakc a forn.iduble street 
fight, and that they are obliged to send 
to Waterford, Limerick and Dublin 
for troops to aid them. The Cork men ate 
declaring, however, that they will show 
what they can do in tho way cf fighting, 
Sunday, when there are to bo 
rival meetings in tho Park, unless the polieu 
forbid the demonstration. It is ([iiite 
probable that ])roliibition will be interposed. 
The anti-Parneililes loudly complain of tho 
partiality of the police in yesterday's fight- 
ing, but the Parnellites do not seem any 
bettor satisfied with the treatment accorded 
them by the officers of the law; and dis- 
interested outsiders are of the opinion that 
the guardians of the peace bestowed their 
cudgellings pretty impartially among tho 
combatants. The Parnellites assert that 
the Government has ordered tbe troops to 
be used mercilessly on the first occasion 
when a lively serimmage shall give 
an excuse for calling out the military. 
A strange rumor is current, to-night, 
that the puns at the barracks on 
lop of .Si. Patrick's Hill were trained upon 
the city, and that the cavalry al Ballinjolig 
were booted and spurred, ready for un in- 
stant descent upon the town. Casual in- 
fjuiries failed to confirm th'! rumors. The 
polling docs not take pi ice until a week 
from Friday. The delay is unfavorable to 
the Parnellites, as it gives longer oppor- 
tunity to the priests lo exercise their in- 
lluence upon the electors. While .Messrs. 
Dillon and O'Brien were canvas.iing to-day 
thej- were each attended by an escort of 
police to protect them from possible violence. 
Mr. O'Brien, however, objected to this 
guardianship, and finally, at his 
solicitation, the ollieers withdrew, and 
their places were taken by an escort of 
priests, including Canon O'Muhoney, whose 
presence foiled several attempted assaults 
upon the speakers. One female Parnellite 
partisan tried to strike O'Brien with a bust 
of Parnell. Her aim was a little wild and 
the bust was smoshetl to pieces. O'Brien 
seized the occasion to predict that this was 
an omen of a like collapse of Parnellisin in 
the election. There ia renewed Tory 
grumbling at the action of tbe party. leajderg; 
ill putting up Captain Sarsfiold'^ to'coctest 
the seat with Redmond and Flavin. They 
declare it is poor tactics, and many Pro- 
testant-Unioaists do not attempt to conceal 
their intention to vote for Redmond as a 
protest against clerical intimidation.

FLOODS, 8T0R«S, WRECK". 

Boats Dashed to Pieces on the French Conat^ 
Railway Wash-outs In Eneland. 

London, Oct. '27. — .'Vdvices from Tunis 
state tliuL the recent storms were sharply 
felt on tho southern coast of the Mediter- 
ranean. A IntrgO WttU in tho city of Tunis, . 
undermined by the flood, collapsed And 
buried three natives. At last accounts the 
bodies had not been recovered. 

Tho floods arc still doing much damage in 
various parts of England. A long railroad 
cutting, nciir MuidBtone, Kent, which haa 
been undermined by the floods, collapsed to- 
<ioy, completely blocking railroad linos. 
Additional details of disasters to vessels 
from the terrific gnlcs which have prevailed 
along the coasts recently continue to be re- 
ceived. At Yarmouth a tishing lugger with 
her entire crew foundered in tho gale. 

Mailskillics, Oct. 27. — Details of the 
great storm are rapidly coming to hand. 
Eighteen boats of all sorts, mainly small 
coasters, were dashed to pieces in this 
vicinity. At Cannes the sea with "rent 
violence swept over and badly damaged the 
'"romenade du Midi. 

Wadkii), Oct. 27. — Throu"hout Spain 
there is more or less evidence of the damage 
done by the floods, and of the severe natnre 
of the inundations. In many of the snb- ' 
merged districts acute distress prevails' 
ttmontt the poorer elasses of the inhabitants. . 
The Ebro continues to ^Aee, and is flooding 
the streets of Tor'tosa, in the pirovince of 
Tarragona, and placing the snrrouodiojg'i; 
country under ' water. On all sides aio' 
immense amount of damage has been done.,; 
Many villages are entirely isolated from the , 
surrounding towns and hamlets, and there 
has been great loss everywhere in live stock 
and crops. The villages of Gualchos and 
Urce, near Granada, are completely inun- 
dated.

He bus taken msasures to compel it 
to prove its accusatious iu a court of law, 
or tako the consequences of being unable to 
do so. 



A LEARNED POLITICIAN. 

The world knows Mr. Ignatius Donnelly 
as a laborious author, who, w ith groat in- 
genuity, tried to prove tluit Lonl 15acon 
was tho author of the playa and pr.ems gen- 
erally attributed to William Shiikeapearc. 
But it appears that the learned and talented 
Ignatius has played in his day many parts 
in the world'a draniii. One of thorn is that 
of an United States politician. If 
the evidence adduced in a court of law of 
the neighboring Republic in the case of 
Donnelly vs. the Pioneer Press is to be be- 
lieved, Mr. Donnelly resembles tho great 
man he admires so much in other respects 
than in possessing great ability. That 
evidence shows tli.it be practised some of 
the art.s for which a ccrt.iin claas of Ameri- 
can policians have become remarkable. 
Col. King swore that Mr. Donnelly, as a 
politieiuu, vea by no moans a pattern of 
purity. Of course it is quite possible that 
the gallant Colonel's teatimoiiy may not be 
strictly accurate, but if he tells anything 
like tlie truth tho gifted author, both as a 
giver of bribes and a taker of bribes, may 
take a high place in tho noble uriny of 
boodlera. He may not lie like his great 
model, " The wisest, brightest, meanest of 
-mankind," but it must be allowed that no 
one outside the United States would cake 
him for a pattern of political purity. 



A CONTEMPTIULE COUU.SE. 

We waited with some curiosity to see 

what reply the Toronto (!lobc would make 
to the Hou. Mr. Cliaplcau's prompt and 
emphatic d( iiial of ita Btateineiit, that ho, 
lost session, bail oQ'ured to join the Liberal 
■ Party, taking with him all tho followers he 
could muster. The Globe's assertion was 
unqualified, and Mr. Chapleau gave it tho 
lie direct Has the Globe hastened to prove 
the truth ot its statement ? Has it given 
the name of the person, who acted aa inter- 
mediary ; ban it iiaiiRd the plaje where the 
offer was niaitc, and liaa it slated tlie terms 
in which it was couched ? People who have 
-anything like correct ideas of honor must 
have bolievcd that the Globe, w hen it made 
this serious charge in sucli spccilic ternn, 
would have been prep ireil to substantiate 
it at a nionieiit'a notice. An lionorable 
journalist, before he published thcstateinunt, 
would have exacted from his informant a 
pledge that he would give his name and 
every particular connected with the cbari,'e 
as soon lis a contradiction appeared and 
proof was required. Was the {Jluliu pre- 
pared to do thia ? Did it liaalen to show 
the world that, when it inaiic a charge so 
Boriously affecting the character of a public

.. pects, it was ready to prove any assertion 
it had made ? Nothing of the kind. It 
dop.a not produce ono single fact or name or 
(late in proof of ita accuaat ion. It doea not 
attempt to uphold its character for truth- 
fiilnoss. It is willing to remain under the 
imputation of being a liar and a false ac- 
cuser for an indefinite period longer. This 
is what it says : 

Mr. Chapleau denies the statement of the 
Globe that be oSered through an iotcrme- 
diary to desert to the Opposition last ses- 
sion. Nevertheless, the ohnrgo ia true. It 
is a matter which cannot very well bo aol- 
tled by controversy at long range. Tho 
Hoiiao ia the place for testing our assertion 
and Mr. CImplcau'a counter-assertion, for 
those who Imvo a direct knowledge of tho 
circumatances will then be f.iee to f.ice.

THE CHILEAN lilUROOLIO. 

It is not likely that there will be any 
serious trouble between Chili and tho 
United States, for the good and sufficient 
reason that Chili is not strong enough to 

disregard the protest of tho Amorican 
(ioveinmeiit re.spi eting the outrage coin- 
initted on United 8tatea aailora and aloliers 
iu a Chilean a aport. I'ut if (^liili i)eeu|)ied 
the Same position relatively to the United 
States as that nation does to Italy, the 
A merlcana would, wo suspect, find it very 
dillicult to get reparation for the wrong 
done to some of tho crow of the Biltimore, 
'J'he Chileana feel that they were used 
badly by the United States and its reprc- 
seututivus during their late struggle to 
recover their constitutional rights. Mr. 
Egan conducted himself during the civil 
war and since it ended iu such a waj- as to 
convince the people of Chili that thu 
American people are not the friends either 
of Chili or of freedom. The feeling against 
tho Americans in Chili is strong, and it has 
expressed itself in a way that is likely to 
lead to very disagreeable results. The mob 
in Valparaiso attacked some sailors who 
were having a good time ashore, killing one 
and wounding a number of others. 
Thirty - five seamen were arrested 
and detained by the authorities. Very few 
particulars have reached us. The men, it is 
said, were unanned, and did not provoke 
the Chileans in any way. Minister Egan 
baa demanded reparation, and it is likely 
that he will get all that ho aska for, aa the 
Provision, d (Jovernment ia not in a position 
to resist his demands. We would not bo at 
all surprised ii the authorities in Washing- 
ton, when the enquiry is made, discovered 
that ilie whole trouble has its origin in Mr. 
lagan's injudicious conduct. It is somewhat 
renuirkable that the Chilean.s appear to he 
on good ternia with all foreiunera except 
the citizens of the United Slates. It is 
worth w bile to eniiuire how it is that they 
were the only e.xceptions. Before tho civil 
war the United States was on excellent 
term.s with Chili. Something must have 
happened ainee to disturb tho.se pleasant re- 
lations. What is it '.' Tliere are United 
States citizens who are at no loss to account 
for the unploasantncss in Chili. They are 
the men who saw that appointing Mr. 
EgJU Uiiit; il .~' tales minister to 
that coiintiy m- is a great niislaki,'. 

A J/.-i.v OF 'j'Jit: I'm/'L/j. 

The lOngli.sli newspapers, without exec])- 
tion contain eulogistic uolicca ol the late 
Leader of the House of Commons. .Mr. 
Smith appears to have been literally a nmu 
without an enemy, but he was by no moans 
a man without character. Ho waa not 
hated because ho was not worth hating— as 
is sometiinoa the case with lbs man who ia 
everybody's friend — Imt because he gave no 
fine reason to hato him. The Daily News, 
which is the leading Eit^lish Liberal news- 
paper, says thut " Ho never could have 
made a .'lerioiis enemy. This, however, 
would have been a weakly 1 1 iliute of praise 
if that « ere all. He in ide friends among 
those who were most strongly and con- 
sisteutly opposed to his political party." 
The kindliocBS of his nature and the gentle- 
ness of his manners won for him the 33toem 
of all with w hom he came in contact. The 
Daily Telegraph aaya of him, "He waa, by 
heart and nature, and training, a loyal, 
ilnlifiil and devoted gentleman, faithful to 
friends, indulgent to nntagonista, gifted 
richly, if not brilliantly, with judgment, 
prudence, courago, and strong Knglish 
aenso." The Standard says tiiat "No ill- 
natured word can be cited against him, no 
malevolent act, and no intriguing pni poee. 
He aeeiiied to think, as a matter of course, 
that a man of honor can uuithcr suy nor do 
anything in Parliament, or on the platform, 
which be would not say or do in his own 
house, or under the roof of a friend." This 
is very high praise, indeed, and gives 
us a good idea of tho innate 
nobilitv of the man. There are very few 
moil in public life, either in Europe or 
.•Vnicrica, of which this can be said. Politi- 
cians,, as a rule, have one code of manners 
for society and another for public life. It 
ofien happens that the man who appears 
to be a perfect gentleman in bis own homo 
or in a friend's liouae, ia little bettor than a 
lulliau on tho public platform and in the 
Li^gislativ^ chamber. And it would be well 
if this difference stopped at manners and 
did not extend to morals. Every one knows 
that there are too many men who will stoop 
to do in politics what tlioy would not 
dream of doing in their private biiaiiicaa. 
But William Henry Smith was not a inun of 
this kind. Every where and iu all positions 
ho was the same courteous, honorable and 



upright man, and tho conarquence is that, 
now ho is no more, even his opponents riso 
up and call him blessed. 

Thia man of many virtues, this high- 
minded gentleman, this honest politician, 
this leeiding man in tho aristocratic party of 
an aristocratic country, was not of noble or 
even of gentlu birth. He was one of the 
dommon people, and all his connections, us 
fur aa they are known, belong to the class 
which the higher orders patrouisiiigly speak 
of as "respectable." This is what the 
London Times says, of the elevation of Mr, 
.Smith to a high place in tiio Conservative 
Party. 

" It ia characlorislic of modern Consorva- 
tiaiii that a man like Mr. Smith aliould have 
held Ilia high po.sitioii in llio parly. Con- 
flervatia'ii iu Knghiud wius wont to be ariato- 
cratic, und bound up with the 
fortunes of the gieat landoil class. 
The Torica, lifly yeara ago, dialiked 
Peel. Their .-iiicces-orshated Disraeli, though 
they were obligcil to tullow him, and in 
both cases the origin of tho feeling waa that 
the leader was a man who did not belong to 
tho old uriatocriitic ICnglish caste. The 
modern spirit and the Act of 18(i7 cliungetl 
all that ; and onr age lias seen the Con.ser- 
vativc party in the ilouae, and the House 
itself following, not only without repug- 
nance, but with positive affeotion, a simple 
nuiii of luisiness without any pretensions 
tj family. " 

The truth that Burns so happily ex 
pressed, 

" The rank is but the guinea's stamp. 
The man's the gowd for a' that." 

Has been conspicuously exemplified in the 
case of Wiiliani Henry Smith, and it ia 
pleasant to ace that truth eo cheui fnlly 
recnguized ly tho nation w hich, more than 
most others, acts a high value on noble 
birth and high position. 

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 

The Cunodian Gazette, of the Sth inst. 
contains an excellent interview with the 
Hon. Mr. Turner, in which that gentleinuii 
places this province in its true light before 
the Ihitish public. He shows that ita pro 
greaa has been great and rapid, and thut its 
resources are being steadily developed. Mr. 
Turner's plain und vigorous statement can- 
not be', produce a good effect in the Mother 
Coiiiitiy. Wo L,ee thai his figures have 
been already reproduced in the Toronto 
Empire. 

Thk Vancouver World says that "Victor- 
ians are dissatisfied with the servict of the 
C.P.N. Co's ateaniers and are agitating for 
a change.'' This is not true. V^ictorians 
are nnl dis.satiatied with the service of the

Panama, Oct. 27. — Chilian advices say : 
' The different -political parties wlio initiated 
the revolution are .makini; a draft of the 
programme that is to be observed by the 
oew adniiniatration, and which they will 
all sign, binding themselves to respect it no 
matter who gdina the presidential election. 
This programme does not tend to provide a 
new syateoi of administration. It merely 
establishes general principles, which, bused 
on liberty, are to be observed by the new 
politioal organizntion, and these principles 
are : The rigli'u of sufTrago ; ihe puiiiali- 
iiicnt of any government ollicial who should 
interfere in the election ; absolute in- 
dependence of the three chief autlioritiea ; 
national submission to tlie resolutions of 
the chambers ; responsibility of the presi- 
dent and his ministers ; reduction of the 
ordinary expenses ; niodidcalion of the 
foreign debt ; conversion of national paper 
currency into metallic currency ; aug- 
mentation of the army und fleet ; suppres- 
sion of unueceseary eniploy meiits ; steady 
development of railroails ; unncable rcla- 
*tioil8 with other nations; limitations of 
the diploinalic service, and the establish- 
ment of commercial treaties with different 
nations. The latest from Lima concerning 
the captured provinces held by Chili are 
that Senora Rosa Vayan, the Widow Correa, 
"and many of the principal ladies of Lima 
have determined to ruiao funds for the ran- 
som of the Peruvian provinces taken by 
ChiU in the late interDational war. 
, London, Oct. 27. — The Times, thismom- 
inj? says, Minister Egan's request for an ex- 
planation from the Chilian government is 
natural and proper, but the expression of 
indignation is a little premature. The 
account, from the American standpoint, 
leaves it extremely doubtful whether the 
paid servants of the Chilian government are 
guilty. Until America is able to prove this 
she has no right to prefer demands in a 
blustering and threatening manner. Riots 
are not unknown under the benignant away 
of the Washington City government. Chili 
might justly recall the fact that Minister 
Egan openly enroUcit himself among the 
partisans ot the defeated pretender, adding 
appreciably to the didiuulty of reaching a 
settlement. iShe might also remind 
America of the New Orleans affair, for 
which Italy got little satisfaction. The 
Times concludes by doubting whether, 
apart from the Irish, any large section of 
Americans approve of bhister toward a 
country not loo kindly treated in its 

■ troubles and too weak for a self-respecting 
• adversary to strike without the greatest 

reluctance. 

New Yokk, Oct. 27. — A letter from Iqui- 
qui, Chili, dated Septend)cr 16, says : Re- 
ports received here from the South state 
that a largo number of executions have oc- 
curred in Santiago and Valparaiso in the 
last few weeks. The victima are people 
who had been particularly active in their 
opposition to the revolutionists, but none of 
tnem were persons of special prominence. 
Commercial affairs in Iquiqui and all 
■Other poiats in the northern part of Chili 
are'in a peculiar condition at the present 

■ time.'i ' Darins the revolution the ports in 
the south of Chili were closed against those 
in the'north, and no produce of any kind 
was received here from the south. Conse- 
quently, large cargoes, principally of flour 
and hay, were imported" here trom San 
Francisco and other foreign ports. More of 
these articles were received here than could 
be consumed at the time, and the merchants 
in Iquiqui, Antofogaata and other northern 
ports now have large stocks on hand, which 
they are unable to dispose of. They will 
suffer heavy losaes. 

HamhurC!, Oct. 27. — A send-oflicial corre- 
spondent to-daj denies the statement that 
the European powers anil the United States 
had decided to take no imperative action in 
China with a view of defending their com- 
nion interests. Tlie correspondent adds that 
• there is no national or spuciul arrangement 
to protect those interested. 

London, Oct. 27. — Dr. (Jrillith .Jones, 
missionary to Hankow, a.sserts that the Chi- 
nese riots are not fomented by secret socie- 
tie8,,bat by literary and official classes. 

Shanouai, Oct. 27.— The anti-foreign 
movement continues in Hunan province, and 
■among the rebel chiefs are many viceroys, 
magistrates and generals. The government 
seems unable to prevent the spread of the 
uprising and its propaganda against foreign- 
ers. Following is the substance of an ini- 
portaut dooumeat, which has been displayed 
'on the walls everywhere : 

" Inhabitants who are anxious of prevent- 
ing a violation of on^ country, let us pre- 
pare a plan of defense, so that every dis- 
trict may take up arms and assemlde its 
forces. Every great district should furnish 
20,000 men; every lesser district lu,00(J, mid 
every small district, 10, (100. Let us chase 
from nur provinces the dcvil-inoiillied Kuro- 
pean pig.s. Hiiving power, money and lueii, 
and being brave, let iia drslroy tiie enemy. 
It would be much hotter to burn their 
dwellings, chiirclicH and mi.'^Hinn liuildiiigs 
than confiscate them for the purpusc of in 
creasing our revenue. We will extiiiguitli 
fire dang'-roiis to Chiiicse dwellings. I^ct 
us stamp on tlie c ittle of lu.sus, the lieaveii 
ly pigs. Let iia punish the converted C'hi- 
Jie.«e. the traitors, and let r.s banish the 
■ families of the guilty on ttie sliips of the 
American fleet."

To THE Editor:— In the report of the Se- 
lect Committee of Colonization to the Brit- 
ish Parliament, aa quoted, it is stated, in 
reference to the settlement of fishermen on 
the western frontier of British Columbia, 
that, " in many particulars, the machinery 
is incomplete. So far, the initiatory steps 
only have been taken. A full outline of the 
proposed colonizittion project, however, has 
been submitted to the Executive of this 
Province, which, when carried- into effect, 
will be found to he .as complete as oould bo 
evolved under the circumstances. The 
Home Govei-nment were placed in posses- 
sion of the facts by the evidence given be- 
fore the Select committee. - Since their re- 
port was laid before the House of Commons 
a number of pertinent 'ehqtiirieB had to be 
answered for the information and satisfac- 
tion of the Imperial Treasury. 

When it became known iu Great Britain 
that this emigration to British Columbia 
was contemplated, hnndreds of applications 
were made to join the ranks. But as the suc- 
cess of the undertaking depends on the 
suitability of the colonists, and their integ- 
rity in carrying out their agreements, the 
most stringent scrutiny and careful selec- 
tions must bo made. The real difficulty 
will be to decide who to reject. 

The Ciovernment of British Columbia are 
dcmblless anxious, in the interests of the 
public, to see every section of the province 
developed and become prosperous; but, from 
the topography of the country, containing, 
as it does, such a large proportion of rugged 
and mountainous surface, this is no easy 
task. It comes, however, within tlie 
scope of the deep sea fisheries and contingent 
industries, to utilize mucli of the outlying 
waste coast lands by converting them into 
the homes of an industrious, hardy and law- 
abiding population, who will, by their 
labor, iircreaao the trade of tlie province, 
and by making permanent improvements in 
their villages and on their honiesteads 
greatly increase the value of lands which at 
present are of no value. Situate where 
they are, those lands would remain value- 
less for many years to come, hut for such an 
organized scheme as the present which en- 
courages capital to foster labor, and which 
cannot help making the happy combination 
to be profitable, both to the capitalist and 
to the workman. 

From the fact that along our shores for 
hundreds of miles an abundance of the beat 
edible fishes can be caught in their season, 
and that extensive fishery banks, swarming 
with cod, halibut, skil, &c., exist at con- 
venient distances oil shore, parallel to and 
surrounding our islands, it is not too much 
to expect and say that, with plenty of 
skilled labor, such as can readily be ob- 
tained, the success of the Crofter coloniza- 
tion is beyond preadveuture. W'ith sulii- 
cicnt available capital, careful selection of 
reliable workmen, proper inauguration, 
skilful management and remunerative mar- 
kets, there seems nothing to hinder the 
western portion of British Columbia from 
becoming a prosperous maritime province. 

An important auxiliary towards the suc- 
cess of this colonization is the co-operation 
of a joint stock company, which is being 
formed, with a capital of £,')00,OfH) sterling, 
to purchase and prepare for market fish and 
other commodities which fisheiiiien and 
neighboring settlers may have for 
disposal, and also to engage in any 
industry which may be contingent 
on the fishing industry. 

Two gentlemen have been in this province 
recently from London, England, on behalf 
of this company's syndicate, for the purpose 
of investigating all matters relative to the 
probable trade in connection with the pro- 
posed settlements. They made a tour of 
inspection alont; the west co^iat of Vancou- 
ver Island, procoediDg as far as Queen Char- 
lotte Islands, that they might judge for 
themselves and report to the syndicate. It 
is understood that they were well satisfied 
as to the prospects of an extensive trade 
being established in deep-sea fishing, in the 
manufacture of fish oil, etc They visited 
the mainland and carried their enquiries 
into the neighboring states — to Taconia, 
Portland and San Francisco— to ascertain 
what might be accomplished there. They 
found a desirable outlet via Tacoma to 
reach the great cities of the Western states, 
where there is a brisk and growing demand 
for fresh fi.sh espi-cially. The Northern Pa- 
cific Railway and the Canadian I'acific oiler 
excellent facilities for transport in refrigera- 
tor cars. Consideralde trade is already car- 
ried on in this line by those railways, by 
wliicli it is shown that the I'acilic can com- 
pete favorably with the Atlantic in fresh 
fish.

Her zeal stimulated the 
interest of her huaband, and now the Kurl 
of Aberdeen is sub-editor and publisher of 
the miigazine, taking charge of alt the copy 
of each number, and dealing with the prin- 
ters and paper men. Then the little nhic- 
yeur-old daughter of the Aberdeen house- 
liold became interested in her mother's edi- 
torial work, and, to satisfy her ambition. 
Lord Aberdeen started a separate little per- 
iodiu-al for his dantjhter. Tliis is known as 
"Wee Willie Winkle," named, not for Ivip- 
ling's story, but for Miller's faiiiotis billad. 
This little 10 page niiigazine for chihlren 
now comes out promptly each month, "un- 
der the editorihip of Lady Marjorie ( lordon, 
nged iiini;,'' and a more cleverly made up 
paper one can scarcely imagiiii\ l.iidy 
Aberdeen only ciisimlly assLsts hi;r ddii^htcr 
ill her rnle as editor, and, as I saw the 
youthful little journalist on shipboard, as- 
siduously preparing "copy" to send over for 
licr next number, Icouhi not help being iin- 
pri'Rsed as well aa amused. — B. \V. Bok in 
Kiiffalo Courier.

Criminal CareleESiirsii In an Or])bnna;:e in 
Ireland — Starved, It.icgpd and 
Emaciated Children. 

Dubinin, Oct. 28, — Highly sensational 
and startling testimony was given to-day at 
the trial of the Rev. Samuel Cotton, rector 
at Caruoghe, County Kildaro, who wua 
charged with criminal and ill-treatment of 
the children in tho Carnoghe Urphanage. 
The clergyman, who has conducted the af- 
fairs of tho institution for many years, 
often appealed to the people for pecuinary 
assistance, and lias often received large 
sums for the maintenance of the institution. 
The Society for the Protection of Children 
recently made an examination into the man- 
ner in which the Urphanage is conducted, 
and a horrible state of affairs was revealed. 
The children were ragged, emaciated, filthy, 
and covered with parasites. The toes of one 
child had rotted ofl", while one little girl 
had been chained by the legs to a log, and 
an infant, six weeks old, was found iu the 
Orphanage kitchen covered with rags and 
(lying oi starviitioii. Other children were 
tiiuuil iu llie Haiiio aparliiicnt crouched 
.iroiiud iisiMiiU lire, aliiioiil fio/.en anil Imlf- 
fllarveil. All the pimr little ones were 
KliiiiLeil ill tlieir giowlli,iiiul weak and Hickly 
in lii'ii hli.

These ladies and gentle- 
men were interested in the welfare of tho 
Toronto Hoiiueopathic Hospital, It was 
the first annual meeting of the supiiortcrs 
of this most worthy charity, and from the 
enlhusiasni manifested, its future is well 
assured. Among those present were Sir 
Adam ond fjady Wilson, Sir Casimir and 
Lady tizowski. Rev. Dr. Parsons, Judge 
Macdougall, W. H. Howlund, Rev. T. C. 
Dcsliiirres, Mr. and Mis, Edward durney, 
Miss (iurpey, .Mrs. Robert Baldwin, Rev, 
Will. Brookman, J. D. Nasmiih, Dr. and 
Mrs. Kmory, Mrs. Robert Gooderham, Mr. 
and Mrs. Henry O'Brien, the Misses O'Brien, 
Walter S. Lee, Frank Ariioldi, Mrs. J. 
Grunt Mucdoiiald, Mr. and Mrs. F. Roper,

The chair was occupied by Mr. W. H.

The report stated that the hospital was 
doing splendid work and had QUtgrown its 
present building. So scarce was room that 
a house physician could not be accommo- 
dated. 

PROGRESSINO STEADILY. 

In moving the luloptiop of the report. 
Judge Macdougall congratulated those pre- 
sent upon the steady advance of tho lioa- 
pital. He narrated how, in 1880, he 
had subscribed toward the foundation 
of a homieopathic dispensary. Then he 
went over the history of the en- 
gaging of the first hospital rooms in Rich- 
mond street. The city had given $'2U0, and 
this was tbe only grant given. In 1889, the 
doctors in attendance advised the Biard 
of Management that there were many 
patients who could not be successfully t rett- 
ed as out patients. Acoordingly, a fe.v 
rooms were rented in Richmond street, und 
within ten days the whole of the available 
accommodation was occupied. Then, in 
terse terms. Judge Macdougall recited how 
there was raised $3,000 for the titiing-up of 
the present hospital. Since then "JSS 
patients hud been treated. Frci|ueiitly 
linaiicial diificullits luid been en Duulcreil, 
but, these e.xcepted, the hospital was 
thoroughly successful. A great deal of the 
prosperity of the institution was due to the 
guneioaity of Mr. J. Ross Roben.son. 
riiough not an hoiine'ipathial, that gentle- 
man had hiade most gi;neroin conlrilnilioiis 
to the institution. Judge .Macdougall told 
how Mr. Riibertson had filled/ up tlie 
largest ward in the building at liis own ex- 
pense. Had it not been for this most uu- 
ioolicd for uid tlie Imspital must inevitably 
have been uiisuccea-tul. 

.Sir Casimir (jzowski, in well chosen 
words, expressed his delight at the. progress 
of the hospital. Instead of one or two or 
three benevolent individuals giving the 
greater part of the money necessary to keep 
up such an insliluiion, everyone should give 
his or her mite. Sir Casimir secoudeti ilie 
adoption of the report.

Mr. Edward Gurney, in seconding the 
report, oxp'rcssed his delight at the steady 
progress of homte ipat by. Tlioae believing 
in tliis method of trc.iling disease should 
keep together ami in any way possible ad- 
vance its iiitereBts. Uunfortiiiiately, in this 
country, people bad many tilings to do with 
their money. Conaeiinently, there had not 
been as many subscriptions as tho worth of 
the institution deserved ; but, with tho 
growth of the country, the men of money 
would become iiiiire generous. Mr. Gurney 
read sonic extr.icts from liis annual report of 
the I'.osion lIoiiKeopiithic Hospital, which 
sliosved that the rates charged [lay |jatienls 
were niucli higher lhan tlio.so cliarged in 
tho Toronto liotpital. In the raising of the 
rales Mr. Guiiiey aaw a posaible nieans of 
iiiereii.sing the revenue. 

Mr. lb.ii:y U lirieii in moving the report 
of the Training .Scliool for Nurses in connec- 
tion with the hospital, ai i)re|)ared by Misa 
Brent, the Lady .Supciintciideiil, was de- 
lighted to linil that this most laudable work 
W.1S BO successful. Nnr.ic.s who were iiiifcuc- 
cessful in allopathic cates woulil not prove 
serviceable in cases in which was used lioni- 
Oiopatliic treatment. It was therefore neces-
